No less im- 
portant is the fact that Is- 
racl scholars, with their 
reots deep in the land of 
the Bible. are completely 
at home and at ease in the 
original sources 
No scholar can add or 
detract from the majestic 
inspiration of the prophets 
whose books form the sub- 


ject of the conference. In 
the papers that will be 
read, however, the histor- 


ical, linguistic and social 
aspects of the period will 
appear in their proper set- 


ting and perspective. This, 
is important, for the ef- 
fects of the Wellnausen 
school could still be ob- 


served even as late as 1944. 
when Lord Russell wrote 
that “the early history of 
the Israelites cannot be 
confirmed from any scurce 
outside of the Old Testa- | 
ment and it is impossible 
to know at what point it 
ceases to be purely legen- 
dary.” 

Archaeology tends to 
confirm the accuracy of 
the Biblical acceunt of the 
destruction of Judea dur- 
ing the Babylonian con- 
quest. On all the sites ex- 
cavated the e.fect of that 
destruction has been ob- 
served. Similarly the once 
famous Lachish letters 
corroborated the language 
and style of Jeremiah. Bi- 
blical research must thus 
be free of all shackles and 
preconceived ideas, whe- 
ther they be the result of
